St. Louis would be justified in formally celebrat- | 
ing the February report of the Mississippi barge fleet 
operated by the Government. This report, which 
shows a clear profit above expenses for the first time. 
since the service was inaugurated, in September, 1918, 
is of incalculable significance to this city. It means 
that the practicability of river transportation has) 
been established beyond doubt or quibble and that, 
an invaluable agency has been added to St. Louis’! 
assets. 


The fleet's earnings during February were $112,900. 
Cargoes of 


export went downstream to the amount of 12,000 tons. | 
Upstream 10,000 tons of sisal, jute, aluminum and 
molasses was carried. The average downstream serv- | 
ice to New Orleans was seven days; upstream, 13 
days. 

The long-looked-for consummation, when the fleet, 
could be reported as paying its way, has not easily | 
been reached.

HEALTH TALK.

partments everywhere have 

given special study to measures 
that would lessen the enormous de- 
struction of life among infants, but 
‘the number of deaths in the early 
months of child life is still an 
appalling waste of hurcan I'fe. 

We have made living conditions. in 
‘many directions far more comfort- 
able than they were a few years ago, 
the drinkine water is very free from 
contamination of sewage, the milk 
is almost clean and generally free 
from impurities, antidotes for sev- 
eral communicable diseases have re- 
duced the amount of sickness from 
those cause, school children are be- 
ing taugl.t how to avoi4a contagions, 
and the people are learning, slowly, 
to be sure, that sanitary surroundings 
and hygienic living pay large divi- 
dends in promoting health and 
lengthening life. | 

All these measures have also in- 
fluenced the infant death rate so 
that the number of deaths of chil- 
dren under 1 year is.much lower 
than it was in former years. But the 
babies under 3 months are the ones 
which require the most tender care 
and the most constant watchfulness 
to bring them safely through Ife 
and enable them to develop strong 
resistance to the numerous afflic- 
tions of early childhood. 

Some new born babies have to 
fight against conditions that were 
present before they were born, such 
as insufficient nutrition of the moth- 
er, malformations, debility, etc. 
These are called antenatal condi- 
tions because they existed before the 
‘baby was born and they frequently 
‘cause the death of the inrant during 
the first four weeks of life. Many 
‘other children die from postnatal 
causes, conditions that arise after 
the birth of the child. Of these con- 
‘ditions the infectious and conta- 
gious diseases, improper feeding and 
insanitary homes kill a vast number 
of infants during the first month. 

In the first four weeka of life the 
‘antenatal and postnatal factors seem 
_to unite on their attack on the young 
infant. Parents should know some- 
thing about these dangerous periods 
of child life and be prepared to exer- 
| cise unusual caution in the care of 
| the baby at this period. They should 
always rememper that the most dan- 
gerous time for the baby is the first 
| four weeks of life.
